RUPERT - Authorities made three more 
arrests Sunday and say they are confident 
they’ve solved a pair of murders that have 
terrified Minidoka County residents in the 
past month. 

Shanna Reeves and Brian Mack, both 19. 
and Matthew Mines, IB, were charged in 
connection with the Thursday night murder 
of 17 year-old Wendy 1_ Hunter. s;iid Cara 
Newman. Minidoka County prosecutor. 

Mack also. was charged with first-degr<?e 
murder in the death of Mae Hood, a 75- 
year -old Hey bum resident who was stabbed 
to death in her bed on April 23. 

The trio, along with 21 -year-old Corey 
Hood, were to be arraigned in court today. 
Hood was arrested Friday and cliarged with 
Hunter's death.

Newman said, and Mae Hood was their ma- 
ternal grandmother. 

Hood's murder appeared to be for finan- 


cial gain, but Hunter was killed because she 
was in the wrong place at the wrong time. 
Newman said. 

“Wendy Hunter appears to Ik- a totally in- 
nocent bystander who was just visiting 
Corey Hood's house'’’ whtih she was stabbed 
to death. Newman said. Hunter was slain in 
Corey Hood's Rii|K-ri home, and her body 
was then taken to a rural p.irty sjxit south- 
east of Rupert, the prosecutor said. 

The interior of Corev Hixxi's home was 
spattered with blood. Newman said. 

Reeves - who was firing at Mae Hood's 
home when Hixxl was killed - was Mack’s 
girlfriend. Newman said, "and she thought 
she was going to inherit from her grand- 
mother.” 

Since Hood’s murder. Reeves and Mack 
have been living together in Ku|K*n, New- 
man said, noting that Reeves has a child. 

So far. Reeves is charged only as an ac- 
cessory in the death .of Jiumur. _N* ewman . _ 
said. 

Reeves had reported finding her grand- 
mother slain the morning of April 24 m her 


home on the corner of A Street and 14th 
Street. Hood's throat had l>een cut. and she 
had other wounds on her body. 

Tlte njglu before. Mae Hood luid attend- 
ed a chnreh service at the Troth Tabernacle 
in Burley - something she did four times a 
week, according to her pastor. 

Mae Hood was a Navajo Indian bom in 
.Manuelito, N.M . in 1921. She moved to the 
Mini -Cassia area in the late 1950s and 
worked at Ore-lda Foods for more 'than 30 
years. 

Hunter’s Ixidy was found Friday after- 
noon southeast of Rupert in Minidoka 
County. Two people had found some bloody- 
clothing at alxiut 110 East. 400 South. I lev- 
bum police, .uded by a tracking dog. found 
Hunter's body a lx >ut .100 yards away, near a 
teen party* spot known as “The Tree.”

cording to an obituary published Sunday, 
she was fond of horses, rodeos and Western 
dancing.

Counting 
may affect 
minorities

SALT LAKE CITY — The nation’s fast- 
growing Hispanic minority and atready 
small American Indian population would 
both shrink significantly if the government 
makes suggested changes in the way it 
counts people, a major study found. 

A federal survey of nearly 60,000 house- 
holds found that adding a “multiracial" cat- 
egory cut the number of people calling 
themselves American Indian and Alaskan 
natives, reducing their numbers from about 
1 percent of respondents to three-quarters 
of a percent. 

And making Hispanic origin a category 
listed alongside white and black reduced 
the estimate of that jxjpulation even more 
dramatically. It went from nearly 1 1 per- 
cent — roughly the same as the black popu- 
lation — to as little as 7.5 percent. 

Ruth McKay, a researcher with the feder- 
al Bureau of Labor Statistics, presented the 
findings this weekend at the annual confer- 
ence of the American Association for Ihiblic 
Opinion Research. 

The federal government has been strug- 
gling for several years with criticisms of the 
way it asks people about their race and eth- 
nic background. Couples in interracial mar- 
riages, for example, complain that their 
mixed-race children have no appropriate 
category to check off on many official 
forms. 

All sorts of government record keeping is 
based on standards set in 1977 by the feder- 
al Office of Management and Budget Any 
change, which OMB is not likely to make 
until 1997, will mean that the next census, 
crime reports, studies on discrimination and 
affirmative action and untold other docu- 
ments will introduce categories inconsistent 
with past ‘surveys. 

The new categories might-be more social- 
ly meaningful, but. “you’d have all these as-

Record heat bakes South; Storms blow through Minnesota

A heat wave sizzled the Southeast on Sunday, while 
gusty winds blew across the Southwest and lower 
Plains. A storm ripped off a 50-foot church steeple in 
southern Minnesota. 

A record high temperature of 92 was set in 
Greenville. S.C., beating the old record of 91 in 1977. 
Temperatures hovered at over 100 degrees in parts of 
North Carolina. 

Temperatures also rose in the mid-Atlannc states. It 
reached % in Williamsport, Pa., breaking the 34- year- 
old record of 95 for the date. 

Warm air in the middle levels of the atmosphere 
kept thunderstorms from forming over the Southeast, 
the mid-Atlantic and much of the Midwest. 

In Green Isle, Minn., winds Rusting up to 60 mph 
tore off the steeple of St. Brendan Church early Sun- 


~ day— There- were no injuries and services wcrc-can- 
celed. 

Southern Minnesota received wind gusts of 99 mph 
in Waseca. 

A tornado touched down in Wells, about 15 miles 
from the Iowa border, but there were no reports of ma- 
jor damage or injuries. 

Cool and wet weather continued in the Northwest. A 
combination of rainfall and melting snow caused 
rivers to run high. 

Meanwhile, high winds whipped across the South- 
west and southern Plains. Winds were 30 mph from 
southern California across the mountains of New Mex- 
ico and into the Plains. 

In Colorado, authorities feared the high winds 
would fan the flames of a fire that had engulfed thou- 
sands of acres of pine forest about 30 miles southwest 
of Denver.

"One of Jeffrey's biggest frustra- 
tions was that he couldn’t put a 
name on what he had."

The condition was discovered 
in the 1950s by a Dr. Ogden Bru- 
ton at Walter Reed Hospital. Bru- 
ton described something called 
gamma globulin anemia after not- 
ing that some children with recur- 
rent infections were missing anti- 
bodies, or gamma globulins, in 
the blood. 

“In the next few sears, a dozen dis- 
tinctive disorders in this group were 
discovered. Thar list is now in the 
30s." Biaese said. 

“Some of the disorders are cur- 
able and some are not yet, some 
are Hot even treatable," he said. 
"Most do have treatments, some 
are more effective than others. The 
very severe ones have been treated 


by bone marrow transplant." 

Two organizations now exist to 
help children suffering from PID. 
One is the Immune Deficiency Foun- 
dation, which was started by parents 
and has chapters in most states. The 
other is the Jeffrey Modell Founda- 
tion. 

The Modell Foundation runs a hot 
line staffed by retired nurses, who 
refer callers to expert physicians in 
their areas. It also refers callers to 
companies that can help with initial 
medical expenses. 

The foundations also fund re- 
search, proride support to families 
with children suffering from the dis- 
ease and sponsor symposiums to ed- 
ucate people about PID.

Mexican or Salvadoran — and when

Half the families were asked the 
Hispanic question before the race 
question; the other half got a single, 
combined Hispanic origin-race ques- 
tion. Half of each half also was given 
the option of choosing “multiracial," 

The new multiracial category did 
not significantly affect the black per- 
centage, but instead drew people 
away from the categories for “some- 
thing else" and Indian. That could 
. affect the Bureau of Indian Affairs’ 
funding. McKay said. 

Eliminating the separate Hispanic 
question cut that population’s esti- 
mate because Cuhan-Amcricam and 
people who trace their ancestry to 
Spain tended to pick “white" over 
“Hispanic" when forced to choose, 
McKay said. 

Her research and other studies 
presented at the conference also 
found that vast numbers of Ameri- 
cans — mostly white — don’t care 
that much about their racial labels 
and some are baffled by questions 
about their ancestry - .

risks of ships’ grounding or colliding. 

Huzinga said the spent fuel would 
be vacuum-scaled in eight virtually, 
indestructible, lead-lined, stainless- 
steel casks, each containing 30 to 40 
fuel rods. “These casks haven’t 
leaked in the more than 30 years 
we’ve used than. We’ve never been 
able to construct a theoretical acci- 
dent that could break them,” Huzin- 
ga said in a telephone interview.

It is a tragedy for everyone, in- 
dueling the reporters who 'are left 
asking: Had they gone too far? 
Should they have ontidpated the 
terrible consequences of their 
journalism? Is compassion also 
one of the tools of their trade? 

Hie question arises in the after- 
math of the suidde of Adm. Jere- 
my Boorda, the Navy’s top officer, 
shortly before he was to have 
been interviewed by Newsweek 
about whether the bronze “V" ( for 
combat valor) pins he’d worn had 
been unearned. 

Journalism’s answer, generally, 
is a hard-edged one: The press can 
consider the impact of what it 
publishes, but it can’t let the possi- 
ble consequences of important 
news rule what is printed or 
broadcast. 

What’s often lacking, said editor 
Chris Peck of the Spokesman-Re- 
view in Spokane, Wash., former 
chairman of an editors’ ethics . 
committee, is “wholeness in the 
reporting." Yanked out of context 
of nis entire life, a person’s miscue 
out mislead. Too often in journal- 
ism. Peck said, context is missing. 

“I think everyone at Newsweek 
— and everyone in the news pro- 


fession — must be undergoing an- 
guish," said John Hughes, former 
editor of the Christian Sdence 
Monitor. 

A test of whether the incident, 
can be justified, said Hughes, is 
whether the story is legitimately 
the public’s business. If a senator 
is drunk on the Senate floor, he 
said, the public has a need to 
know no matter what publishing it

Military works to reconcile safety 
issues with ‘Top Gun’ mentality 


WASHINGTON (AP) — As the 
— roaring jets of the F-14 Tomcat fight- 
er shimmed him back in his pilot’s 
- seat," LrrCmdrrJohn'Stacy Bates - 
waited- to punch through the clouds 
and into the blue sky over Nashville, 
Tenn. 

A commercial pilot watching the 
display radioed the tower “Delta 1- 
5-6-6, can we get what that other guy 
got?" The controller replied, “Catch 
him if you can." 

Seconds later. Bates- plane 
plunged out of the clouds arid 
crashed into a suburban neighbor- 
hood, killing Bates, his crewman and 
three on the ground. It was the 
fourth crash of an F-14 this year. 

Pilots instinctively understand 
that military aviation is inherently 
more dangerous than commercial. 
An examination of crash statistics 
demonstrates just how wide that gap 
is, 

A Navy pilot taking off in an F-14 
is 24 times more likely to have a seri- 
ous or fatal accident than a commer- 
cial pilot, based on i\ comparison of 
. accident rates over the past 15 years. 

A pilot of any U 5. military aircraft 
wvmld.be 10 times as liable as a civil- 
ian counterpart to haw a serious or 
fatal crash. Acddent rates measure 
the number of serious or fatal crash- 
es per 100.000 hours flown. 

“You’re making simulated bomb- 
ing runs, you're doing close air sup- 
port. you're firing in formation in 
close proximity to other aircraft, 
you’re flying close to the ground, it is 
more hazardous," said Sen. John 
Glenn, D-Ohio, who was operations 
officer for a Marine fighter squadron 
before his ustronaut days. 

Still, the number of serious mili- 
tary aviation accidents is declining. 
The Pentagon even turned its focus 
on problems in commercial aviation, 
suspending for a month any travel by 
military personnel on Valujet follow- 
ing that airline's fatal crash in the 
Florida Everglades. 

But all is not well in milirary avia- 
tion and the Bates case illustrates 
some of the problems that have 
drawn closer scrutiny.

Fugitive gives up in Guatemala 
after photo is on the Internet 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For the 
first time, the FBI has nabbed one of 
its most wanted fugitives thanks to 
the Internet. 

Leslie Lsben Rogge, who had been 
on the FBI’s Ten Most Wanted list 
for six years, surrendered to U.S. 
authorities in Guatemala after his 
picture was seen on the Internet, the 
FBI said Sunday. 

The bureau said this was the first 
time that listing the most wanted 
fugitives on the Internet has led to a 
capture. His picture had been 
placed on the FBI’s home page and 
was spotted by someone in 
Guatemala, who had seen Rogge 
and alerted tSe authorities. 

Guatemalan police launched a 


manhunt and Rogge, "feeling the 
intense pressure," turned himself in 
at the U.S. Embassy on Saturday, 
'the FBI said. Rogge. 56, had escaped 
from federal custody in Idaho in 

1985 following a conviction for 
armed robbery. He also was wanted 
for bank robbery, transporting 
stolen property across state lines 
and wire fraud, the FBI said in a 
written statement. He was placed on 
the most wanted list in 1990. Police 
want Rogge in connection with a 

1986 robbery in North Carolina and 
a 1991 robbery in Missouri. 

He was flown to Miami, where he 
was being held awaiting a hearing 
scheduled for Monday before a U.S.

.. BAL HARBOUR, Fla. (AP) — 
Welcoming his freedom from 
— Congrcss as-“time tothink," Bob 
Dole retreated to the Florida beach 
Sunday and sketched out a limited 
agenda for his remaining time in the 
Senate. 

The Republican presidential can- 
didate told reporters he’s rethinking 
a. commitment made just three 
weeks earlier to bring the narrowly 
defeated balanced budget amend- 
ment back before the Senate. 

“We’ll lose; so the question is do I 
want to bring it up and lose,” the 
Senate majority leader said, adding 
that he would discuss the matter 
with other Republican leaders on 
Tuesday. 

Earlier this month, he said he 
would try once more to pass the con- 
stitutional amendment which fell 
short by a single vote in February. It 
would require a balanced federal 
budget by the year 2002, leaving the 
“•presidenrand'Congress-to-hnsh out 
the details of how to accomplish it. 

In a freewheeling discussion with 
reporters while en route to Florida 
late Saturday night. Dole was asked 
whether he would make an election- . 
year call for a 15 percent across-the- 
board cut in income taxes. Before 
the candidate could answer, press 
secretary Nelson Warfield jumped 
in with_.i_“noi tonight." 

Tlie proposal, which some have . 
suggested would boldly position 
Dole opposite President Clinton 
on the popular issue if tax-cuts, is 
one of several being considered 
by the Pole campaign. Critics say 
it would be inconsistent with 
Dole’s commitment to eliminat-

ing the budget deficit. 

Dole himself would only say 
Saturday that he planned to discuss 
his campaign’s rax platform with for- 
mer GOP presidential primary rival 
Steve Forbes in a meeting on 
Wednesday. Forbes, the publishing 
magnate, had culled fora flat -ratr-l?- 
|x*rcent income tax. 

One of Dole’s definite goals before 
quitting the Senate next month: 
sending a health cure bill to the pres- 
ident. 

Both the House and Senate have 
passed a bill sponsored by Sen. 
Nancy Kassebaum, R-Kan., ;uid Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass.. to guar- 
antee that workers who lose or 
change jobs can buy health insur- 
ance. even if they have a health 
problem. But differences between 
the House and Senate versions over 
the issue of medical savings accounts 
have stalled the legislation . 

"I was saying to Kennedy and 
Nancy. 'Let’s get it done' ... I'd like to 


finish that because I’ll probably 
leave before the lllh,” said Dole, 
—who announced lust week lhat-he— 
would resign by June 11 in order to 
turn all his attention to his presiden- 
tial bid. 

Dole and his wife, Elizabeth 
planned a light weekend of cam- 
paigning in the wake of that 
announcement and the news frenzy 
it stirred.

Dole planned to drop by the 
Calvin Independence Day festival in 
downtown Miami. He and Mrs. Dole 
were scheduled to return to 
Washington late Monday afternoon, 
after a fund-raising stop in Tampa. 

Asked earlier what he liked most 
about-ditching his Senate duties. 
Dole smiled and nodded: “Time to 
think." 



Convention’s podium more than platform

CHICAGO — The people design- 
ing the podium for this year’s 
Democratic National Convention 
in Chicago apparently are 
acquainted with the maxim, “If it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it." 

In rough outlines, at least, the 
1996 Democratic podium looks a 
whole lot like the 1992 Democratic 
podium in New York’s Madison 
Square Garden. 

And why not, a pragmatic pol 
might ask. Bill Clinton and Al Gore 
beat the Republicans in ’92. Why 
change the podium that worked in 
that victorious campaign? 

Podiums are more than just, 
well, pod iu ms. They combine 
aspects of a Broadway stage set, a 
Hollywood television studio and a 
stately White House setting, with 
some of the same high-level securi- 
ty measures built in. They are an 
essential part of the imagery the 
political parties use to sway voters 
watching the conventions on the 
tube. 

The poditmts are supposed to 
communicate messages about the 
two parties, though the meaning 


may be lost on the electorate. 

The podium design for the 1992 
Democratic convention, by New 
York architect Richard Dattner 
and several collaborators, featured 
cascading steps that were sup- 
posed to symbolize two things: an 
American flag waving in the 
breeze and a “democratic stair- 
way’’ that visually linked the 
speaker with the audience. 

Behind the podium was a high- 
tech video wall, 23 feet wide by 17 
feet talk meant to be a “window on 
the future." 

This year's model also has cas- 
cading steps and likely will feature 
a traditional red, white and blue 
color scheme, comparable with the 
one used in New York. 

The similarities should come' as 
no surprise: The 19% model is the 
work of Rene I-igler, a California 
production designer who collabo- 
rated on the 1992 podium. 

And while convention officials 
did not lean on Liigler to repro- 
duce the 1992 design, they didn’t 
order massive changes either, 
according to Delmarie Cobb, a 
spokeswoman for the convention’s 
chief executive officer, Debra*

Kurt a says. “Closing them will likely 
decimate our bat population." 

So what? Aren’t bats just annoying 
little rascals that pull hair, suck 
blood and carry rabies? 

Forget the Dracula films, Kurta 
says.. North American bats eat 
insects, not blood. They don’t have a 
fetish for hair. And they’re no more 
susceptible to rabies than other wild 
animals. 

Instead, Kuna says, bats are North 
America’s leading predator of night- 
flying insects. A single bat will con- 
sume thousands daily. That’s a bless- 


ing in the Upper, Peninsula, invaded 
every summer by mosquitoes, black 
flies arid other pests. 

Bats also pollinate desert plants 
and disperse seeds, crucial for eco- 
logical diversity. 

"We’re making great progress in 
helping people realize how benefi- 
cial bats are," says Robert Benson, 
spokesman for Bat Conservation 
International, a research group in 
Austin. Texas. "But for some people 
they're like sharks and snakes, mys- 
tical type creatures." 

Michigan has nine bat species; the 
mo-ii common are the little brown 
and the big brown. 

Their ideal ivintcr dwelling has n 
. stable temperature.-— cool, but 
above freezing — and high humidity. 
Hibernating bats lower their body 
temperature to match their sur- 
roundings and subsist on fat they 
stored while gobbling mosquitoes. 

Not all Upper Peninsula mines 
meet the criteria, but the one where 
Kurta and Smith found the tiny, 
wriggling little brown was perfect: 
damp, temperature in the low -10s. 
On the other hand, it was shallow 
and probably contained no more 
than 250 bats, an unlikely candidate 
for preservation. 

Kurta and Smith did visit several 
others that were refuges for tens of 
thousands of bats. They hope those 
mines will become success stories sis 
did the Millie Hill Mine in Iron 
Mountain. 

Smith, a city firefighter with a 
taste for adventure, knew there were 
bats in Millie Hill. He and a buddy 
sneaked inside as teen-agers in 1972. 
They descended the steep shaft, 
turned on flashlights and recoiled at 
the sight of thousands of bats against 
the ceiling. 

“It was a mass of gray flesh, mov- 
ing and hissing." Smith recalls. “We 
climbed back up that rope so fast 
you wouldn’t believe it.”

Duke said Saturday’s negotiations 
had produced a major breakthrough 
— a proposal from the Ficemen that 
might end the 56-dav standoff. 

The proposal would require 


approval by FBI officials, possibly 
even Attorney General Janet Reno, 
and a decision might take several 
days, Duke said. 

Duke, a Colorado state senator, 
used the term “verbal agreement” 
Saturday, but Special Agent in 
Charge Thomas Kubic issued a state- 
ment in Salt Lake. City saying no 
agreement had been reached 
between the Justice Department 
and the Freemen. 

On Sunday. Kay and Ralph Clark 
and their grandson, Casey Clark, 
came first to the negotiators’ card 
table at the entrance to the 966acre 
farm complex. They stayed for about 
40 minutes. 

They were followed by Gloria 
Ward and her two daughters, 


Courtney Jo, 10, and Jaylynu; 8. 
Ward talked with the FBI agents 
while Duke and the girls stood a 
short distance away. 

After Ward’s meeting, Duke 
scooped up the 8-year -old and held 
her over his head so she could see 
the photographers and reporters on 
a hillside half a mile away. 

Gloria Ward, whose husband, 

El win Ward, also is in the compound, 
is wanted in Utah on a felony charge 
of custodial interference involving 
Jaylynn. The girls are half-sisters 
from Gloria's previous marriages.

Emmett, 67, owned the farm that the 
Freemen now call Justus Township.

‘What a ride!’ Astronauts rocket 
away with an inflatable antenna 


CAFE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AF) — 
Space shuttle Endeavour and its 
crew rocketed into orbit Sunday and 
quickly began prejxiring for the big 
event: release of an inflatable anten- 
na that will swell to the size of a ten- 
nis court. 

The six astronauts will deploy the 
experimental .antenna Monday 
morning, their first major task 177 
miles up. Once free of Endeavour, 
the antenna will Ik* filled with nitre- 
gen gas, Ix-eoming the largest inflat- 
able structure in space since the. 
1960s. 

NASA’s newest shuttle roared 
from its seaside pad at 6:30 a.m. — 
right around sunrise and right on 
time. 

Sunlight glistened off the tall rock- 
et plumes, and the shuttle could lx* 
seen for more than four minutes. It 
resembled a bright star as it sped out 
of sight. 

“What a ride! Boy, that was 
great!" commander john Casper 
said shortly after reaching orbit. 

“A beautiful way to st;in the day," 
Mission Control said. 

By early afternoon, Casper and

STANWOOD, Wash. — After all 
the small-town outrage, a profes- 
sional reprimand and now the loss 
of a job she loves, Stan wood High 
School teacher Val Schroeder still 
has no apologies. 

"You can’t humiliate someone if 
they believe what’s been done is 
right," she said. “I can hold my 
head up high. I still can maintain 
my integrity.” 

It has been five months since the 
Spartan Spectrum, the school’s stu- 
dent-run newspaper advised by 
Schroeder, printed a story about the 
statistical incidence of bestiality 
among farm boys. 

With the headline, “How many of 
you out there lire on a farm?" the 
article quoted students’ views on 
the subject. 

A story about the article 
appeared in newspapers across the 
nation. 

Last week, school Principal Gary 
Vegar announced that Schroeder’s 
five-year career teaching journal- 
ism, yearbook production and pho- 
tography is over. It has nothing to 
do with the bestiality brouhaha, he 
said, but next year she’ll teach 
freshman and senior English. 

Vegar said the decision to reassign 
■Schroeder was based on several fac- 
tors, including some unspecified per- 
sonnel issues. But the biggest reason, 
he said, was his decision to create a 
media program that requires a 
teacher with technical and vocational 
skills rather than journalism training. 
The story idea was hatched during a 
meeting of newspaper staffers, 
Schroeder said. One boy’s parents 
had giveri him a book about boys and 
sex, and it included a statistic that 
one out of every fire boys who lire on 
a farm or visit one regularly has sex 
with animals. 

"Somebody said. This is a farm 
community, this is a news story,”’ 
she recalled “It’s a nasty topic; it’s a 
topic people don’t want to think 
about. But it’s straight news. I could 
not censor that story." 

In retrospect, Schroeder said, 

. maybe she could have handled it 
differently. Perhaps she should 
have discussed with students the 
possibility" of negative community 
reaction, she said. “It’s a story" about 
a topic that makes people uncom- 
fortable. That’s why there’s free- 
dom of expression — to make peo- 
ple talk about and think about 
things,” she said. 

In January, soon alter the story 
by staff writer Liz Davis, the 
Stanwood School District sent 
Schroeder a letter of reprimand. 
Shortly after that. Superintendent 
Ray Reid filed an unprofessional- 
conduct complaint against her with 
the stale superintendent of public 
instruction.

R-Fla., criticized welfare proposals 
put forth in Climon’s 1997 budget 
plan. 

It said that Clinton's suggested 
five-year time-limit on cash wel- 
fare benefits had so many excep- 
tions that “welfare will remain a 
lifelong habit, jUst as it is today," 
and chat giving states more 
money when their welfare rolls 
go up would maintain "the cur- 
rent perverse incentive structure 
associated with" the Aid to 
Families With Dependent 
Children program. 

Clinton's plan to continue wel- 
fare to non-citizens was an~ "abuse 
of taxpayers’ and immigrants best 
interests," they said. 

Republicans would end pay- 
ments to non-citizens and turn over 
.control of welfare programs to the 
states, providing them with block 
grams. 

The Republicans cited 
Congressional Budget Office data 
showing that 1.3 million people 
on welfare would be required to 
work by 2002 under their plan, 
but only 900,000 under the 


Clinton proposal. 

Clinton has rejec ted t h e GOF 
bills on the grounds' they lack guar- 
antees for protecting children and 
have adequate federal ovcrsighi. 

Sen. Christopher Dodd, D- 
Conn., defended Clinton, saying 
the president had helped bring 
welfare numbers down byHssuing 
waivers to most states, including 
Wisconsin, allowing them to carry 
out experiments in welfare 
reform. “This has been very con- 
sistent as pan of the president's 
program over the last several 
years," he said on CBS. 

“He’s not saying it's perfect,” 
Senate Democratic leader Tom 
Daschle of South Dakota said of 
the Wisconsin plan on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press.”

Marijuana club offers 
home deliveries

OAKLAND. Calif. — Two. 
young “dealers" pull up to an 
Oakland sidewalk, stopping their 
beat-up sedan just long enough 
for a prospective buyer to climb 
in and examine the goods. 

Willis Travers, 36, who was 
diagnosed with AIDS last year, 
smiles as pungent packets .of high- 
. grade marijuana and se«ls are 
pulled from a large plastic bag 
and displayed. 

He hands over cash for two 
bags of seeds, the fruits of which 
he will smoke to cope with dis- 
ease-related pain. 

But this isn’t your average 
street drug deal It’s a service for 
members of the OaklanB 
Cannabis Buyers Club, who seek 
relief from terminal illnesses such 
as AIDS and cancer. The group is 
run by four pot advocates whose 
work has been sanctioned by the 
Oakland City Council. 

The 1 00-mem ber group is simi- 
lar to other “buyers clubs” that 
operate drop-in marijuana empo- 
riums in Santa Cruz, San 
Francisco and other cities in 
recent years, except for one key 
difference: It delivers. 

‘ The East Bay dub was bom in 
March, when Oakland quietly 
became the third Bay Area dry to 
support the use of marijuana for 
medical purposes and directed its 
police to make arrests of such 
users a “voy low priority." 

As the group makes deliveries 
up and down the East Bay, from 
Contra Costa County to the Santa 
Clara County line, proponents of 
medicinal marijuana are on the 
verge of getting a statewide initia- 
tive an die November ballot. 

Organizers for the 
Compassionate Use Initiative 
mounted their campaign after 


Gov. Pete Wilson vetoed legisla- 
tion that would legalize marijua- 
na for medical treatments. They 
have collected 750,000 signatures, 
more than the 435,000 valid signa- 
tures needed to qualify the mea- 
sure. 

“We try to make everything 
that’s seated to cannabis avail- 
able," said Jeff Jones, 21, a 
founder. of the Oakland buyers 
dub who came to the Bay Area 
from South Dakota two years ago 
to “join the movement." 

•The club sells Northern 
California “mixed harvest" and 
Asian strain “Quad-A" marijuana, 
dried and free of the mold that 
could attack a person with AIDS 
or other terminal diseases, Jones 
said. An array of seeds and baked 
goods also are available. 

A typical sales pirch: "Non- 
organic has a kick to it but organ- 
ic has a definite high as well." co- 
founder Matthew Quirk, 28. tells 
a customer. 

Aaron Thames, a community 
college student, acts as the 
group’s outreach person, giving 
public talks on how cannabis 
benefits the afflicted. And its 
fourth founder, Andrew Glazier. 
29, is a gardener wbo helps dub 
members nurture their pot 
plants. 

Because marijuana is illegal in 
any form under state and federal 
law, dub members face the risk of 
arrest, although Bay Area law 
enforcement agendes have not 
pursued people who use marijua- 
na for medical reasons as a high 
priority. 

“If they get caught they get 
treated like everybody else," said 
supervisor Dave Dre&son of the 
Southern Alameda Count* 
Narcotics Enforcement Team. 
“Thcv get arrested and prosecut- 
ed."

Colorado forest fire scorches 
11,000 acres, hundreds flee area 


BUFFALO CREEK. Colo. (AP) 
— Firefighters from four states 
contained 50 percent of a fast-mov- 
ing fire Sunday that had raced 
through 11.000 acres of parched 
pine forest in less than a day. forc- 
ing hundreds of people to flee. 

"The fire is behaving itself well 
today. We're anticipating a little 
cooperation from Mother Nature." 
said Rik Kajuns. fire operations 
chief. 

Firefighters could not estimate 
when the fire would be brought 
under control. It started shortly 
before noon Saturday at a camp- 
ground in Buffalo Creek in Pike 
National Forest at 7.500 feet, about 
30 miles southwest of Denver. 


Smoke resembling huge thunder- 
heads could he seen for miles 
around the Denver metropolitan 
area. 

Forest Service officials said the 
blaze likely had been set by 
campers. 

At least 600 residents, campers 
and mountain bikers from Buffalo 
Creek and nearby Pine evacuated 
their homes Saturday as the fire 
raged through the dry ponderosa 
pine and ran 10 miles east to the 
South Platte River in jusr'hours. At 
least two homes burned down. 

More people were evacuated 
Sunday from Deckers, several miles 
south of the tire, .ind the Waterford 
Canyon area to the north. 


No injuries have been reported. 

Meanwhile, another forest fire 
15 miles west of Fort Collins had 
burned more than 250 acres, offi- 
cials said. There were no reports of 
injuries or damage to buildings. 

About 600 firefighters from 
Colorado, California, Wyoming and 
Idaho were on the fire lines 
Sunday.

shake up his Cabinet and adopt 
some of his opponents’ proposaLs. 

Yeltsin is locked in a close race 
with Communist challenger 
Gennady Zyuganov in the June- 16 
election. But there are nine other 
candidates in the race, and Yeltsin 
needs some of their voters to beat 
Zyuganov. 

“A fresh government should be 
formed to inspire greater confi- 
dence," the president said on a cam- 
paign trip to the Siberian city of 
Omsk. Earlier tliis week, Yeltsin said 
he had offered his third-place oppo- 
nent, reformer Grigory Yavlinsky, a 
Cabinet job and control of Russia’s 
free- market reforms if he would drop 
out of the race. Yeltsin appeared 
ready for more horse-trading 
Sunday. 

“Why not take interesting ideas 
f ri>m_ Yavlinsky? " Yeltsin said in an 
interview with a Siberian TV station, 
the ITAR-Tass news agency report- 
ed. “Why not take ideas from other 
candidates?"

More than 50 killed in Indian riots 


GAUHATI, India — Some 500 paramilitary soldiers rushed to the 
jungles of northeastern India on Sunday in an attempt to quell 5-day- 
° » , clh ^ c riou 11131 officials say have killed more than 50 people. 

Members of two rival tribes have been fighting with guns and poi- 
son-upped arrows in the dense jungles of Assam state. More than 100 
villages are involved in the fighting. Tensions between Bodo and 
Santhal tnbespeople mounted last week when the bodiesnf three 
young Bodo women were discovered in the forest. The Bodos accused 
the Santhals of killing them and burned down 15 Santhal villages in 
retaliation. Retaliatory violence has raged since. 

Police official Wati Ao said 35 bodies had been recovered, but offi- 
cials said 50 people had died. There was no explanation for the dispari- 
ty-. Tens of thousands of people are homeless after the fighters burned 
down their mud-und-thatch huts. Many have taken shelter in 10 relief 
camps, and at least three children have died of dysentery in the 
camps. Assam, India’s main tea-producing state, is home to dozens of 
poor tribes, many of whkh lire in the forests. There were few details 
of the fighting because of poor communications. 


Israeli army to hunt for Hezbollah 


LONDON — The Israeli army has formed a commando unit to hunt 
down Shiite Muslims belonging to the Hezbollah group in Lebanon, 
The Observer newspaper reported Sunday. 

•The newspaper said members of the squad, called Egoz, were indi- 
rectly responsible for triggering last month's massacre at the U.N. base 
in Qana in south' Lebanon in which at least 91 refugees died. Egoz 
members went to Qana to pinpoint Hezbollah members firing rockets 
into Israel, but fearing they had been detected, they radioed home for 
help and were ordered to withdraw, The Observer said. Army com- 
manders then orderpd artillery to shell the area. 

Western intelligence sources confirmed that Israeli soldiers were 
secretly deployed behind the lines in south Lebanon, and estimated 
that about 50 Hezbollah fighters were killed in hand-tohand combat 
with Egoz, according to The Observer. The paper said another secret 
Israeli squad, known as Unit 504, is authorized to operate in Arab 
states and may recruit agents, gather intelligence and kidnap — 
although it is noj authorized to IdlL

Demirel reaffirms Turkey’s secularism 


ANKARA, Turkey — Turkey’s president indicated Sunday that an 
assassination attempt by a gunman seeking to usher in stria Islamic 
lawwould not change his commitment to a secular, democratic state.

Tamil rebel attacks kill 9 in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO, Sn Lanka — Tamil Tiger rebels attacked two army 
positions and a police station on Sunday, killing at least seven soldiers 
and two civilians, the military said. ■ 

Six soldiers and two civilians were killed when the rebels raided an 
army base in Kivulekada village, 140 miles northeast pf Colombo, mili 
tary spokesman Capt. K. Premala] said. Rebel casualties were not 
known. One soldier was killed and six were wounded when the guerril- 
las attacked ah army post at nearby Kent Farm village, he said. The 
guerrillas also attacked a police station in nearby Pulmoddai, injuring 
two policemen. The rebels have been fighting since 1983 for an inde- 
pendent homeland in the north and east for minority Tamils. They 
accuse the Sinhalese majority of discriminating against Tamils. More 
than 42,000 people have been lolled. 


Tibetans, Chinese clash over photo ban 


BEIJING — Chinese security forces wounded as many as 80 
Tibetans in a clash over China’s ban on photographs of the Dalai 
Lama, a Tibet monitoring group said Sunday. 

Details of Tuesday’s confrontation — - at' least the second over the 
ban — were sketchy, but witnesses reported seeing two trucks of badly 
beaten Tibetans, mainly monks and nuns, arriving at a hospital in 
Lhasa, the Tibetan capital, the Tibet Information Network said. 

A week earlier, monks at Gander monastery, east of Lhasa, threw 
stones at an official ordering the removal of photographs of the Dalai 
Lama, and police shot at least three monks. China’s army entered 
Tibet in 1950, and formally took over the region the following war. 
claiming it historically was Chinese territory’. Since then, it has brutal- 
ly suppressed demonstrations for Tibetan independence and tried to 
discredit the Dalai Lama — Tibetan Buddhism’s leader — who went 
into exile in 1959. Independence sentiment among Tibetan Buddhist 
clergy and fervently religious Tibetans remains strong.

BANGUI. Central African 
Republic (AP) — French troops 
moved into downtown Bangui on 
Sunday to help quell an army- 
uprising that has killed at least 
three people. 

Civilians cowered on the floors of 
their homes as troops demanding 
control of the national armory- 
fought with presidential guards in 
the streets. The mutinous soldiers 
took hostage at least six people 
with government ties. 

In Paris, Foreign Ministry- 
spokesman Christophe Bouchard 
said the French soldiers were only 
protecting the 2,500 French 


zens in Bangui and did not plan to 
intervene in the conflict. 

But their presence on the streets 
drove rebels out of the downtown 
area they had held Saturday, and 
on Sunday French soldiers with 
tanks were stationed outside gov- 
ernment buildings and along key- 
roads across the city. 

Hospitals reported that one civil, 
ran and two rebeLs had died in the 
fighting. At least 15 civilians were 
wounded. 

“We’re trying to be calm, but it’s

The wolves brought to 
Yellowstone this year and last have 
stoned producing pups, accelerating 
the reintroduction project for the 
endangered species that lias stirred 
the emotions and polarized people 
living in communities just outside 
the park and places thousands of 
miles away. 

“The wolves are making this area 
world-known,” said Phillips, who hits 
seen wolf-watchers sitting on each 
others’ shoulders or perching on 
cars, rocks and even signs just to get 
better view. “We have wolf 
groupies ... and the park visitations 
will increase geometrically." 

In the past two years, 66 Canadian 
rolves were released in the park 
and central Idaho as part of an 
(fort to restore the species in 
America’s northern Rockies. Wolves 
roamed the area widely at the turn 
of the century, but were wiped out 
through poisoning, trapping and 
hunting in the 1920s and 1930s. 

Now the program to restore the 
species has evolved into a controver- 
of extremes.

Utah’s nature group 
bypasses controversy 

OGDEN, Utah (AP) — The 
Nature Conservancy of Utah has a 
sure fire way to bypass public con- 
troversy over land preservation. 

: “We simply buy up the land we’re 
interested in protecting.” says 
development director Libby Ellis. 
It’s not always easy to raise the 
money, but the philosophy is more 
in line with the free market system. 
“And acquiring property this way is 
not only quicker but avoids troth 
public outcries and costly litiga- 
tion,” she said. 

The conservancy began buying 
private land in Utah in 1984, and 
now owns and protects about 33,000 
acres in the state. The practice of 
buying land for preservation has 
been catching on nationwide. The 
Nature Conservancy began in 1951 
and now has 900,000 members and

The amount of livestock the 
wolves have killed actually fell far 
below all estimates. So far, one 
wolf has killed two sheep — and 
that wolf was killed by federal offi- 
cials. 

Of the 31 wolves released in 
Yellowstone since 1995 and the nine 
pups bom until the most recent den- 
ning season, six have died.

Canal proj ect becomes habitat

WENDELL - What started as a North 
Side Pinal Co. project for.deaning canal 
water has become a haven for wildlife 
and a place where school children learn 
about learning wildlife habitat. 

The wetlands on the Nature 
Conservancy’s Thousand Springs Preserve 
is one of the canal company's projects to 
clean canal water before it is discharged 
into the Snake River, said Dennis Heaps, 
canal company assistant manager. 

“We have over IS clean-up sites on 
our return water canals,” he said. “Our 
goal is to have some type of clean-up on 
every one of our 39 laterals bv the vear 
2000." 

North Side spent more than SI 00,000 
constructing the Thousand Springs 
Wetlands, Heaps said, and the company 
budgets a considerable amount each 
"year for canal water cleanup' 


Most of the company's cleanup sites 
are basins that slow the canal water and 
trap the sediment it carries. The 700-foot- 
long basin at the wetlands collected 120 
tons of sediment last year. Heaps said. . 

Water from a leak near the sediment 
basin fostered growth of wetlands 
plants, which would die this year 
because the leak has been stopped. 

To make use of the plants - rushes 
and cattails - the Nature Conservanifv 
arranged to transplant them to a perma- 
nent wet area. 

Fifty-eight second graders from Valley 
Elementary School last week did the 
transplanting - and learned about 
wildlife habitat, pond life and American 
Indians along the Snake River. 

The outing was the second grade’s 
fifth year in coming to the Thousand 
Springs Preserve, Valley second grade 
teacher Debbie Dehoney said. 

Valley uses the Project Wild curricu- 
lum published by thc'Idaho Department i 
of Fish and Game, Dehoney said, and 
working at the preserve provides stu- 
dents with “hands-on" experience. 

Chris O’Brien, co-manager of the pre- 
serve. said students from Wendell and 
Valley middle schools have worked at

director to resign 

BOISE (AP) — All three Ada 
County commissioners now want 
Boise CityfAda County Housing 
Authority Executive Director Judith 
Worrell-Payne to resign from the 
troubled agency. 

But Worrell-Payne is not quitting 
yet. First, she wants to meet with 
the housing board to discuss her 
future. And it is unclear who would 
sign key financial documents for the 
agency if she quits. 

“I think it’s probably time," 

- Commissioner Roger Simmons said 
Friday. “She has been rendered 
totally ineffective." 

Commissioner Gary Glenn said 
elected leaders and the people they 
represent no longer hare confidence 
in Worrell-Payne, who has led the 
authority since 1986. 

“There’s no doubt in my mind,” 
Commissioner Vem Bistcrfeidt said. 
“I think it would be best for the 
agency if she resigns." 

Worrell-Payne declined on Friday 
to comment on calls for her resigna- 
tion. 

She said the media is interfering 
with her work at the agency. 

Board resignations and investiga- 
tions by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
and the Boise Police Department 
hare shaken the agency. 

Richard Bauer, a member of the 
housing authority’s board, said he 
asked Worrell-Payne to schedule an 
emergency session of the board for 
Monday. 

Bauer has asked to sec Worrell- 
Payne’s contract — which she says 
includes a $135,000 severance pack- 
age. He said Worrell-Payne 
promised to turn over a copy, per- 
haps next week. 

Board Chairman Robert Hudgins 
is refusing to speak to the media, eu- 
ro Bauer. And if Hudgins boycotts a 
special meeting the housing board - 
would lack a quorum. That would 
paralyze the board until its vacan- 
cies are filled 

Also uncertain is the status of key 
financial documents scheduled to be 
signed May 30. The bonds, worth up 
to S7.5 million, are for Hudgins 
Place — the agency’s 99-unit, rent- 
toown development named after 
. Chairman Hudgins. 

Hudgins and Worrell-Payne are 
supposed to sign the documents. 


Campaign disclosure law 
in Utah lacks enforcement 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
.Violations of Utah’s campaign 
finance disclosure law can carry a 
hefty fine and even jail time, bur 
erring candidates are more likely to 
get a phone calL 

The problem with the law is 
~enforcemenr,saidLt. Gov. 1 oicmr 
Walker. Campaign disclosure 
reports are filed with her office, yet 
it htis no enforcement or investiga- 
tive authority. 

Instead, enforcement consists of 
- staffers in the state dections^office- 
calling candidates repeatedly and 
pleading with them to file reportsx. 

“Quite frankly, there is very little 
enforcement in the current law, and 
wc probably haven't been as diligent 
as wc could have been in certain 
cases," Walker said. 

Under Utah law, candidates for 
state office, as well os members of 
the Legislature, must disclose (he 
source of campaign contributions 


and how they spent that money. The 
law requires disclosure at various 
times during election years and at 
the end of all even -numbered years. 

Officer-holders who are retiring or 
who resign are required to file a 
year-end dosing statement, and to 
- keep filing yearend statements until 
their campaign accounts show a zero 
balance. 

A review of disdosure statements 
by the Deseret News for the 1992 
and 1994 election years show that 
almost all candidates for-public 
office filed their disdosure reports. 

But since 1992, at least 27 legisla- 
tors not seeking re-election failed to 
disdose how much money they had 
.in their accounts when they left 
office. Among them are former 
Speakcj of the House H. Craig 
Moody, former state senator! and con- 
gresswoman Karen, Shepherd and 
former representative and now -City 
Council member Joanne Milner.

The pending referendums deal 
with such subjects as abortion, 
homosexual rights, property tax 
limits and managed health care. 
As many as 30 are expected to 
qualify for a spot on the 
November ballot. 

Tuesday's referendum, placed on 
the ballot by the Legislature, would 
require petition sponsors to collect 
at least one-fifth of the required 
voter' signatures from each of 
Oregon’s five congressional dis- 
tricts. 

Currently, it takes 97,000 valid 
signatures of registered voters to 
put a proposed constitutional 
amendment cm the ballot, and less 
for a statutory change. Petitioners 
qow face no geographic require- 
ments about where signatures are - 
collected, arid circulators often 
gather most of their signatures by 
concentrating on Portland-urea 
shopping malls. 

In 1902, Oregon became the' 
first state to allow* citizens to 
enact laws by the ballot box. 
Petitioners were prolific in the 
era, putting 25 initiative measures 
on the ballot in 1910 and 28 in

“In the box score, Shaq weighs 325 
pounds and I weigh 225." Rodman said. 
“But that's the mistake people make in 
judging someone in pounds instead of how- 
much his heart weighs." 

Rodman probably spent more time 
guarding O’Neal than power forward Ho- 
race Grant, who -excelled against the B ulls 
last year in the playoffs. Grant was not a 
factor Sunday, going scoreless and getting 
only one rebound before leasing late in the 
third quart er with a twist ed left elbow.

76ers win 1st pick

_ SECAUCUS.N.J. - The Philadelphia 
76ers finally found a way to get some- 
thing good out of not winning. 

The 76ers, under new ownership, 
didn’t really win the NBA Lottery on 
Sunday, but they will have the first pick 
in next month's draft 

The Toronto Raptors actually won the 
13-team lottery held at the offices of 
NBA Entertainment when the combina- 
tion 3-S-7-13 — one of 157 lottery num- 
bers assigned to the team — was drawn, 
according to NBA counsel Joel Litvin. 

However, under an agreement with 
the expansion franchises. Toronto and 
Vancouver are ineligible for the No. 1 
pick until 1999. So the Raptors automati- 
cally dropped to the* second draft posi- 
tion after their number was drawn and 
the 76ers, who had the second-worst 
record in the league at 18-64, moved up 
to first when they were drawn for the 
second pick. 

“It doesn't make a difference to me.*' 
said new 76ers owner Pat Croce, who 
pumped his fist and slapped hands with 
representatives from other teams after 
getting the No. 1 pick. “I can only spell 
No. 1 one way."

"’hat do President Clinton and I mean 
when we talk about “problems?" For one 
. thing, we mean corporate "downsizing-" 
Take for example AT&T, which recently, 
in a cost-cutting move, fired all of its em- 
ployees. The only person left there is the 
CEO, who makes S257 million per year 
and spends his days squatting on top of 
his desk, fearfully clutching a letter open- 
er, because the corporate headquarters, 
lacking even janitorial workers, is over- 
run by rats. 

And believe me. things are no better in 
the journalism industry. At one time, 100 
percent of the content of American news- 
papers was produced by American work- 
ers. But today, because of layoffs and 
"outsourcing." more than a quarter of the 
words you read — including nearly half

workers in Taiwan. Newspaper quality 
are definitely suffering, but ironically the 
stock prioes ts higher than they ever be. 

So the employment trend does not 
bode well for you, members of the H n « 
of 1996.

QUESTION: What recourse do I have when I pur- 
chase something, wear it a couple of times and it 
starts to pill? I am not going to spend my life shav- 
ing little balls off my clothes. The cost of the gar- 
ment does not seem to be a factor in whether or 
not it pills. I hare had this problem with moderate- 
ly priced and expensive clothing. I am always 
tempted to pack up the garment and return it to 
the manufacturer for a refund. 

ANSWER: Pilling is the formation of small tan- 
gles of fibers on the surface of a fabric These tan- 
gles, called' pills, develop when fabrics rub against 
each other or against other surfaces, such as desk- 
tops. Such wear causes the fibers in the fabric to 
break and migrate to the surface, where they ding 
in those annoying, unsightly little balls. Most 
pilling occurs in areas of high abrasion — under 
the arms and down the sides of a garment, or at the 
waistband, collar and cuffs. 

The shorter the fibers and the looser the twist of 
the yarn, the more the fabric is likely to piU, says 
Jane Rising,- spokeswoman for the International 
Fabricare Institute. Also, knits tend to pill more 

than woven fabrics. Thus a soft, loosely knit fabric, . . . . -

A distu rbing report says the threat of biologi- 
cal terrorism has never been more imminent.

If. prior to your father’s death, .your stepmother signed a consent to 
payment of proceeds in accordance with your father's direction, all 
monies would lx- paid to you as the sole beneficiary. 

Practically speaking, mosJ spouses acquiesce in the designations 
made by the deceased spouse despite a technical right to claim half the 
proceeds. 

Safe and ixudent planni ng suggests that each spouse brow his and 
her rights and that txxh work cooperatively during their joint lifetimes to

The cash machine of the near 
future may not care about your PIN or 
your plastiL But it will take a quick 
peek at your fare-spedfically at the 
fibers, furrows, crypts, blood vessels 
and other minutiae of your iris. 

For juSt over a decade, scientists 
have known how to delineate the 
characteristics that make the iris of 
every eye as unique as a fingerprint. 
But it was only in 1992 that John 
Daugman, then a Harvard 
University researcher in computa- 
tional neuroscience, developed a 
method -for digitally encoding a pho- 
tographic image of on iris. 

' Daugmnn’s technique has now 
been incorporated into an automat- 
ed teller machine developed by 
Sensor of Princeton, N.J. Sensar, a 
• subsidiary of the David Sarnoff 
Research Center Inc, made its own 
key contribution to the ATM: a video 
camera that can sense a human from 
a few feet away and quickly zero in 
on either eye. This focusing feature 
enables the ATM unobtrusively to 
photograph an iris of a customer who 
simply stands facing the machine. 
■The 256-byte code representing the 
image is then compared with infor- 
mation in a databas e , and if it match- 
es the record on file for that individ- 
ual’s iris, the customer can proceed 
with a transaction. In a recent 
demonstration in a Sensar lab, the 
scanning and matching procedure 
took only a few seconds. 


Sensar says several banks will 
start test -mg its ATM in late 19%. 
Should it perform well, it may give 
iris scanning the advantage over 
other “biometric" technologies that 
use the human bodyor parts of it-as 
an identification standard. Each of 
these competing technologies has at 
least one drawback serious enough 
to prevent its inclusion in a broadly 
used application such as an ATM, 
according to biometric researchers. 

FINGERPRINT. Forget the ink 
pad. Modern fingerprinting tech- 
niques involve optical scanning and 
digitized images. Typically, a subject 
presses a fingertip against a glass 
plate. This delivers a copyable 
image, but it also may foul the plate 
with skin residue and dirt. Another 
disadvantage: Some fingertips have 
been scarred or worn smooth by- 
heavy labor. 

HAND GEOMETRY. A subject 
puts the entire hand (or, for some 
devices, only the index and middle' 
fingers) into an optical reader. Tests 
suggest scanners can quickly recog- 
nize hands that have already been 
digitally “enrolled" in the system. 
But biometrics e x pert s believe man y 
people won’t want to stick their 
hands inside the devices. Also, hood 
and finger shapes can change 
because of injury and other factors, 
and have not been shown to be as 
unique as fingerprints. 

VOICE RECOGNITION. Devices 
turn an acoustic signal into a digital 
code, which repre se nts a pattern of 


resonant frequencies unique to each 
person’s voice. Drawbacks include the 
size of the axle required and the fact 
that an individual has to “ p er f or i n" to 
give a voice sample. (The subject 
might be asked to recite numbers or 
words based on a prompt from the 
machine to prevent the use of a tape 
recording to defeat the system.) Also, 
people’s voices am change due to iU- 
ness or other factors. 

FACE RECOGNITION. A portion 
of the subject’s face (usually the 
upper twothirds) is photographed and 
the image is reduced to a riigtnl code. 
The main shortcomings: People who 
look alike can fool some scanners, and 
face shapes can change with aging 
and weight fluctuation. Also, with two- 
dimensional scanners,- a photograph 
can pass as a lire subject, and with 
tfnredhneasionnl scanners, the size of 
the code is unwieldy. 

RETINA SCANNING. One 
Louisiana firm, EyeDentify Inc, con- 
trols patera enabling it to dominate 
the market for this technology. Since 
1976, EyeDentify has made devices 
that “recognize" the unique pattern 
of blood vessels on a subject’s retina 
(the inner layer of tissue at the bock 
of the eye) and match it against a 
database of other codes.

Health problems aren't the only 
possible complication of multiple 
births, some economists say. In an 
era wh en eve ry d ollar^ pent by 
insurers is given close scrutiny, 
there is grossing e xa s p eration with 
the cost of getting a woman preg- 
nant, then paying for the outcome. 

In a study of 13,206 expectant 
women entering Brigham and 
-Women’s Hospital in B os to n from 
1986 through 1991, the average 
total charges for a single-baby 
delivery sverc S9.84S, compared 
to S374H7 for tsvins and $109,765 
for triplets. 

The study found that 15 per- 
cent of the single-baby deliveries 
required intensive care and about 
2 percent died before discharge. 
That is compared to a 78 percent 
intensive care rate for higher- 
order multiples, 13.7 percent of 
svhom died before discharge. The 
data also showed that if the 10 
sets of triplets and 77 sets of tss-ins 
produced by infertility treatments 


in 1991 had all been bom as sin- 
gle babies, the savings would 
have topped $3 million in this one 
hospital alone. Although hospitals 
and health insurers absorb most of 
.those costs, families who take 
home multiples bear their own 
huge burden. 

“It’s a real body bloto to the

Hormone research, replacement seek to address aging problems

Never mind teen-agers' raging hor- 
mones. Aging hormones are all the 
rage. 

Hormone research and hormone 
replacement are booming as it 
becomes increasingly clear that 
these mysterious molecides.are keys 
to longer, healthier, sexier lives. 

Consider: 

• The most frequently prescribed 
medication in America Iasi year was 
an estrogen replacement drug for 
.menopausal women, with more than 
44 million prescriptions written. 

. • A University of. Pennsylvania 
study is exploring whether testos* 
t crone replacement can strengthen 
the muscles, bones and sex drives of 
men over 65. 

• In her new book, “The Alchemy 
of Love and Lust,” sex researcher 
’Theresa L Crenshaw says hormones 
drive our sexual encounters and rela- 
tionships, and that replacing them 
can prevent menopause and male 
“viropause." 

• The Athena Institute for 
Women’s Wellness Research in 
Haverford says it has synthesized 
human pheromones — scent secre- 

■ tions — that have increased the sex- 
ual attractiveness of users. The prod- 
uct. which is soldrihrough the insti- 
tute. is particularly popular with 
middle-age women. 

• Temple University researchers 
are about to test on humans a syn- 
thetic version of the hormone 
DIIEA, which has been shown to 
fight diabetes, heart disease and can- 
cer in lab animals. 

"This is the new frontier in trying 
to address' the problems of aging," 


said Temple microbiologist Arthur 
G. Schwartz, a pioneer in DHEA 
research. 

Hormones are chemical messengers, 
produced primarily by the endocrine 
glands, including the pituitary, pan- 
creas, thyroid, ovaries and testes. 
Hormones coqtro] everything from 
growth io metabolism to sexual devel- 
opment and desire. But how all this 
happens remains largely a mystery. 

Researchers have just begun to 
decipher the interplay between hor 
mones and brain chemicals such as 
serotonin, dopamine and endor- 
phins. How, tor example, does boost - 
ing serotonin improve mood but cm>] 
sex drive? And while science can 
treat some hormonal deficiencies 
such as diabetes, in which the pan- 
creas produces too little insulin, it 
has yet to determine whether the 
waning hormones, of aging also war- 
rant treatment. 

The prime example is menopause. 
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caused by the shutdown of the 
ovaries, which produce estrogen. On 
one hand, the benefits of replacing 
estrogen seem dear. Not only does 
estrogen relieve hot flashes, fatigue 
and other menopausal miseries, it 
also seems to have protective effects 
on the arteries, heart, bones and — 
in ways that may help prevent 
Alzheimer's disease — the brain. A 
recent study found it even reduces 
tooth loss. On the other hand, 
women have discovered the hard 
way over the last 30 years that 
replacing estrogen can also raise the 
risk of uterine cancer. The solution Is 
to add the synthetic hormone prog- 
estin. but studies suggest progestin 
may negate the cardiovascular Itene- 
fits of estrogen. Equally bedeviling Is 


the tenuous link between estrogen 
replacement and breast cancer: 

Legions of doctors and middle- 
aged women believe estrogen’s ben- 
efits outweigh its risks. Last year was 
the second in a row that an estrogen 
replacement drug was the leading 
prescription in America, according 
to IMS America Ltd., which tracks 
the pharmaceutical industry. 

Crenshaw, founder of a sexual dys- 
function treatment center in San 
Diego, ardently advocates hormone- 
replacement therapy even though 
she is acutely aware of the uncer- 
tainties:- After she was treated for 
breast cancer, she made the agoniz- 
ing decision to continue taking estro- 
gen because without it, she felt like 
“a wet, irritable zombie.”

ty clinics. Financial pressures often 
lead couples into high-risk treat- 
ments without regard to the risk of 
multiples, says Maureen Boyle of the 
Brentwood, N.Y.-based organization. 
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
